The amendment filed on November 9, 2005, amending the claims such that all pending claims are now drawn to a non-elected 
invention is non-responsive (MPEP § 821.03). The remaining claims are not readable on the elected invention because in the paper 
filed December 21, 2001, applicant explicitly elected for prosecution, without traverse, processes of preserving mucosa tissue. See 
Response of December 21, 2001, page 2. Because applicant now amends the claims to recite processes specifically non-elected in the 
response of December 2 1 , 2001, the present amendment is non-responsive. 

Specifically, the restriction requirement of October 25, 2001, required an election between methods of preserving mucosa tissue 
(group IV, claims 21-27) and various methods of preparing hydro ly sates from mucosa tissue (groups I-III). As noted above, on 
December 21, 2001, applicant explicitly elected for prosecution, without traverse, processes of preserving mucosa tissue (group IV). 
The present amendment, filed November 9, 2005, clearly amends all of the pending claims to recite precisely the subject matter non- 
elected by applicant, without traverse, in the response filed December 21, 2001. This is clearly non-responsive/ to the last office 
action.
